President's Speech.

Philadelphia, 
July 
5. — T h e 


spirit otf the fathers of the republic 
was invoked by President Coolidge 
today In an address at the Sesqui- 
Centennial exposition commemor-j 
ating the one hundred and fiftieth 
anniversary of the Declaration of 
Independence. 


Referring to the Declaration as a 


great spiritual 
document, 
whose 


principles were the result of the 
religious teachings of the preced- 
ing period, Mr. Coolidge said the 
real heart o£ the American Govern- 
ment depended upon the heart of 
the people and that it was from 
that course that the Nation must 
look for all genuine reform. 


Live in an Age of Science. 


"We live in an age of science 


and. of abpunding accumulation of 
'matarial things/1 lie said. "These 
diti not create .our 
declaration. 


Our declaration created them. The 
things- ot the spirit 
come 
first. 


Unless we cling to that, all our ma- 
terial 
prosperity, 
overwhelming 


though it may appear, will turn to a 
barren scepter. If we arc to main- 
tain the great heritage which has 


been bequeathed to us, we must 


be like minded as the fathers who 
created it. We must not sink into 
a pagan materialism. 
"We 
must 


cultivate the reverence which they 
had for the things 'that are holy. 
We must follow the spiritual and 
moral leadership which they show- 
ed. We must keep replenished, that 
they may glow with a more com- 
pelling flame, the altar fires be- 
fore which they worshipped." 


Refers Law Enforcement. 


A passing reference to law ob- 


servance was made by the Presi- 
dent in discussing the responsibil- 
ity of the people to the govern- 
ninnt. 
"Of course the government 


can help to sustain ideals and can 
create iuKtitutioiiH through which 
they can be the better observed, 
but" the source, by their very na- 
ture, is in the people," he said. 
"The people have to bear their own 
responsibilities. There is no meth- 
ad by which that burden can be 
shifted to the government, 
it is 


not the enactment but the observ- 
ance of laws that creates the char- 
acter of a nation. 


"Yet," he added, "in the develop- 


ment of its institutions America 
can fairly" claim that it has remain- 
ed true to the 
principles which 


were declared 150 years ago. 


"If there is any one thing among 


us that is developed beyond ques- 
tion, it 
is 
self-government—the 


right of the people to rule. If there 
is any failure in respect to any of 
these principles, it is because there 
is a failure on the part oC individ- 
uals to observe them.

"Corn, wheat, oats and

ported good.

ported In fine condition. The cot 
ton crop Is reported good, but two 
weeks late. 
Some insect dam- 


ages is reported. 
This damage is 


caused by- the cotton fleas, weevils, 
worms and grasshoppers. The cot- 
ton flea Is doing the most damage, 
and the greatest infestation is from 
Travis county south, but some dam 
age Is reported In North Texas 
and East Texas., The damage Is 
considerable in 'some localities. 


"The final figures for last year's 


cotton acreage, as shown by the 
United States government report 
for May 1926 are: 19,130,000 acres 
of cotton planted In Texas, and
